G.S.R. 738(E),—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 87 read with section 458 of the Mer¬ 
chant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules to amend 
the Merchant Shipping (Examination of Engineer 
Officers in the Merchant Navy) Rules, 1989 namely:— 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Merchant 
Shipping (Examination of Engineer Officers in the 
Merchant Navy) Amendment Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. In the Merchant 
Shipping (Examination of Engineer Officers in the 
Merchant Navy) Rules, 1989 (hereinafter referred to 
as the said rules). 

2, In rule 5 after clause (b) the following clause 
shall be inserted, namely :— 

(bb) “Every Marine Engineer Officer shall, for 
continued validity of his certificates, apply in the form 
specified in Appendix I";
